Hurricane Georges, DR755 
Warren Hickey, WOYNE 


As many of you know, Puerto Rico was severely 
impacted by Hurricane Georges in September. The 
storm lingered for over a day, doing severe damage to 
the Western end of the Island, To give you a frame of 
reference, Puerto Rico is approximately 100 miles long 
and 30 miles wide. It is located east of the Dominican 
Republic at 19 N and 67 W. It is 463 miles directly 
north of Caracas, Venezuela, It has been inhabited 
since 3000 B.C, Puerto Rico currently has 3.7M 
people which is a population density of 1000 
people/sq. mile 


1 signed up with the Red Cross National Disaster 
Services Human Resources (DSHR) Team earlier this 
year. | completed formal training in CPR, First Aid, 
Disaster Welfare Inquire, Damage Assessment, Mass 
Care and Supervision in Disasters prior to being 
qualified for assignment to a disaster. Since I was 
already an amateur radio operator, I skipped the 
communications courses, The Red Cross numbers all 
disasters. Hurricane Georges is number DR755, 


I received a call from the Red Cross Disaster Services 
Director to support DR755 in the role of a Mass Care 
worker. "Not knowing exactly what I would be doing I 
accepted.” My instructions were simple, "Report to the 
Mickey Cole Bldg, on Banbosa Ave in San Juan, 
Puerto Rico”, I was given some travel funds, a flight 
schedule and a letter telling me what I should bring 
which include wash and wear clothing for a hot 
climate. A check of the Weather Channel on the 

gave me the local weather in San Juan, Armed 
information, a small suitease containing short 
pants, short sleeve shirts and my toilet kit, I began my 
adventure. At the airport, I received a one way ticket 
to San Juan via Dallas, Texas. Arriving in San Juan, 1 
was met by Bob, a Red Cross driver who turned out to 
be a New York City fireman, Since it was late, he took 
me to the hotel where 1 would be staying, It turned out 
to be a Broadmoor class hotel. | thought they had 
made a mistake, little did | know. This turned out to be 
very temporary location. 


‘The next day I reported in for my assignment, | was 
being assigned with three others to a Distribution 


Center on the Western end of the Island outside the 
city of Mayaguez. At the "In-briefing”, the ARC 
trainer gave us some facts about the disaster operation. 
‘The Island had been divided into four regions; North, 
South, East and West. The highest point on the island 
is 4,389 ft. Each region had a Red Cross headquarters. 
Here are some stats: The Red Cross had already spent 
$43.7M on this relief effort. They had fed over 
436,000 meals and made some 37,000 home visits. 
‘They did all this with about 1,700 people, These are 
mostly volunteers and included local Red Cross 
volunteers. We were briefed on the Dengue Fever that 
is carried by the mosquito and given a map, large can 
of OFF, disinfectant lotion and a bottle of water. And 
so we left with map in hand for Mayaguez. 


Just before leaving, I ventured into the 
Communications Area of the Headquarters. Most of 
the people there were Hams, They gave me a sketch of 
the operation after I said that I would probably be a 
backup to the site communicator, They brought in with 
them four repeaters, 24 base station and 800 Yaesu, 70 
cm, handheld radios (Commercial versions of the VX- 
IR). The systems had been programmed in the field 
and installed by the local amateurs. Although Puerto 
Rico has a large number of repeaters listed in the 
repeater guide only one or two were operational. 1 was, 
given a 147 mHz frequency for San Juan, which I only 
heard until we were about 15 miles outside the city, 


It took up almost an hour to find our way out of town, 
The Puerto Rican people do not believe in street signs, 
directional signals or red lights. We followed the 

-arrot Road Signs” which marked the highway to 
Mayaguez, We finally found the site after dark and 
were directed back to Ricon where we would be 
staying. "From the Broadmoor to the Motel 4.5." We 
stayed in the Villa Antonio by the sea. Now I new why 
they said this was a hardship assignment, Most of the 
motel complex was occupied by Red Cross, Corps of 
Engineers or FEMA personnel. "Don' drink the 
water” was the word of the day. 


The next day we had breakfast at McDonalds, 
"MeCrillo’s con huevos”, That is an "Egg McMuffin on 
soft roll". Arriving on site, we were assigned to the 

Mass Distribution Center. My job was to direct each of 
the clients to Family Service, Distribution or 


- 
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Registration depending on what the paperwork they 
had from the Red Cross Outreach Teams. My Spanish, 
which I learned in Spain about 37 years ago, got better 
with each family I spoke with. If I did not fully 
understand them, I would send them to my co-worker 
at the entrance to the distribution area who spoke 
fluent (Mexican) Spanish. On the third day, the 
communicator on site was reassigned and I took over 
his duties doing the morning & night radio checks. We 
had three simplex nets on site and access (very poor) 
to the Western repeater. The repeater was used to 
‘communicate with the headquarters and pass supply 
orders and staffing requests. To use the repeater it was 
necessary to walk around outside the building to find a 
hot spot. The packet equipment we were supposed to 
get never arrived, This would have been a classic use 
for packet, The other communications were cell 
phones. These also had to be used outside the building. 
The first three days there, we had no water and no 
commercial power, we used a generator during the day 
and flashlights after six at night. It rained almost an 
inch every day (in less than and hour) and just prior to 
the rain, we would have wind with gusts to 25 knots, 
which would normally blow down our tarps and 
everything would get wet. Note: The average rainfall is 
about 60 inches a year. 


Some more stats: Our center saw an average of 400+ 
families a day. We issued over 1,000 cleaning kits, 
20,000 pillows, 18,000 air mattresses, 35,000 sheets 
and 16,000 propane stoves each with two bottles of 
propane. The average family is 8. I did meet a husband 
and wife that claimed they had 24 children. 


At the end of my two weeks, I returned to San Juan 
and after a debriefing I returned home. I met lots of 
neat people on the site, both Puerto Ricans, Canadians, 
Brits and Americans. As a team, we worked hard and 
long hours with only one day off in two weeks, The 
people we helped often came back on their way out of 
the site to say "Thanks"

In fact, the three stations could not receive 
the signal from the fox until they were within 5 miles 
of the fox using a vertical antenna, The reflected 
signal from the mountain was 30 db stronger. 


Well, anyway, after some of the foxes checked out 
the foothills as far south as Gold Camp Road, they 
realized the signal was coming from the East and. 
north of Colorado Springs.
